WRECK OF THE SHIP. GENERAL 
- GRANT.” : 


(FROM THE SOUTHLAND NEWS, Jan, 14.) 


One more sad ‘story of disastrous ship- 
wreck and loss of life -at the Auckland Is- 
jands has to be placed on ‘record. . Early 
yesterday morning a telegram was recoived 
announcing the arrival at the Blot! of the 
whalivg brig Aiken st, Capt. Gilroy, with 
ten porsoris on board (including ote female), 
the survivors_of tho craw-and passengers: of 
the ship. General Grant, which left Mel- 
bourne for London in May, 1866, with a 
valuable cargo of wool, hides, and gold. 
The narrative told bythe rescued people 
partakes ofthe nature of that foarful epi- 
sode, the lossof the London, but with less 
of battling with the clements.. A “noble 
ship, with « stont and able crew—by one of 
those strange combinations of circumstances 
that huinan akill is powérless to’ combat— 
drifted like a log on the iron-bound shore 
of the Aucklnads, not to ho ground to 
atoms against tHe almost endless wall’ of 
rock environing them, but to be embayed 
in ove of the vavernious-crevices formed by 
volcanic action, and thén slowly but aurely 
to be drawn, as it were, into a giant cave, 
against the sides and rouf' of which the‘good 
ship’s. timbers crashed. uatil she ‘sauk. 
‘There was one sliriek,”|says_a survivor, 
“and they were gone;” those forty or fifty. 
human beings. We jrill jnot forestall ‘tho, 
plain statement that follows by saying any- 
thing of.the almoat miractilous escape of the 
fifteen who reached the land, some of them 
only to leave it, in all probability, for death. 
Af least auch, we fear, has been the fate of 
the brave mate and “his companions, who, 
without compass or nautical instrument of 
any kind, adventured in a frail boat to 
reach these shores to obtain’relief for their 
fellows. . How these strpggled and lived 
on, upheld by: hope, we'now know, - With 
what fervent prayors may they -have laun- 
ched their frail “messengers,”* those onri- 
ous devices invented under the spur of ‘ne- 
cessity. It is deemed possible that the: 
boat's crew may have reached the Campbell 
Islands, as they are called (lying about. 100 
miles to the eashward - of- the Ancklands), 
and bo theré dragging out a miserable exis- 
tenos.
